CHEESE, SIDECARS, TANK TOPS and 
heroic hens. Could there be a more 
quintessentially British world than that 
created by the Aardman Animations studio? 
It is, of course, a world that harks back 
to a charming and heart-warming past that 
didn’t really exist. But considering the grim 
realities of life in the world today, is it any 
surprise that millions of us find it irresistible? 
What is remarkable is that more than 30 
years on from the creation of Wallace and 
Gromit, the Aardman magic still works. 
Despite a flirtation with Hollywood that 
ended after three films, the Bristol-based 
animation studio still does things the way 
it always has: with characters hand-crafted 
out of modelling clay, much as they were 
when Aardman first made Morph in the 70s. 
That commitment to stop-motion 
animation is as much part of Aardman’s 
DNA today as it was then, even in the age 
of CGI and AI. But it takes time. Six years 
after the launch of Chicken Run — the story 
of chickens breaking free of their farm, 
inspired by The Great Escape - Aardman is 
about to unleash the sequel on Netflix. 
Chicken Run: Dawn of the Nugget is 
just as daft and charming as the original. 
“The whole notion is totally absurd,” 
Peter Lord, co-founder of the studio, tells 
us. “We do what makes us laugh: silent 
comedy and slapstick.” As such, a new 
Aardman adventure is the perfect way to 
launch our preview of the best Christmas 
TV for all the family, starting on page 10. 
If delayed gratification is too much to 
bear, we also interview classicist Mary 
Beard, survivalist Bear Grylls, naturalist 
Steve Backshall and actor Tracy-Ann 
Oberman. You can enjoy their shows - 
and the rest of the programmes featured 
in our listings and choices — all this week.

Amid bleak news from Gaza, 
we must remember those 
who refuse to surrender to 
hate, says Fergal Keane 


I was Lyrnc on the bed when 
I heard the gunfire. A rapid 
burst. Silence. Then another 
burst. I moved to the balcony 
and saw policemen and 
border guards race down the 
Nablus Road, shouting. They 
ran past the Armenian pottery shop, past the 
Legacy Hotel, America House, the prayer school 
of Jerusalem, towards the Cathedral of 
St George. Then, as suddenly as it had begun, 
the shooting stopped. A 17-year-old Palestinian 
boy from the other side of the Old City had 
stabbed a border guard. He ran, and was shot. 
Later, when I passed the scene, there was only 
the shade of his blood left on the road. 

I arrived in Jerusalem just a couple of days 
before that incident. I was in South Africa when 
news of Hamas's attack on Israel broke. My 
brief was to examine the promise made by 
Nelson Mandela in his 
Nobel Laureate’s speech 
in 1993. They were such 
different times. Only three 
months earlier, Israeli 
Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and 
Palestine Liber- 
ation Organisa- 
tion leader 
Yasser Arafat signed

a peace treaty on the lawn of the White House. 
The following year South Africa would hold its 
first non-racial democratic elections. 

In his Nobel speech, Mandela said: “The 
common humanity that bonds both black and 
white into one human race will have said to each 
one of us that we shall all live like the children 
of paradise.” 

It was always going to be difficult to match the 
rhetoric to what might be deliverable. Apartheid 
left a vast chasm between the lived realities of 
black and white South Africans. 

But even acknowledging that, the South 
Africa I recently visited seemed a fractured 
place. Violent crime is soaring. Corruption 
is rampant. The country is hit with relentless 
power cuts. Income inequality is the highest 
in the world. The ruling African National 
_ Congress is beset by internal feuding.

Town. It was an older truth of South Africa, 
the same thing that challenged the monolith of 
Afrikaner nationalism in apartheid’s worst days: 
the ability of the individual conscience to face 
up to injustice. The person who said, “This is 
wrong and I will not go along.” 


ROUND SUCH PEOPLE and across society, 
At are now many who refuse to 

surrender to hate, and countless small 
kindnesses, gestures of respect and tolerance 
that braid the strands of a decent society. 

They are there, too, in Jerusalem and in Gaza, 
in the West Bank, Tel Aviv and across many 
other cities, towns and villages. Of course, 
we live in a time of bleak news coming by the 
hour. Who could have hope, you might ask? 
What use are pious proclamations about 
common humanity when the bodies pile higher? 

The answer seems to me the same as it was 
in South Africa when I witnessed the township 
massacres of the early 1990s, and in Rwanda 
during the genocide of 1994. If we cease 
to believe in the possibility of a shared humanity, 
and to take responsibility for creating this 
as educated, engaged, caring citizens of a global 
community, then we will be haunted by fear and 
endless pain.

CHICKENS CELEBRATING 
vy CHRISTMAS? Well, it’s proba- 
* bly best not to think about 
y their festive lunch - and 
instead just enjoy Aardman’s 
exclusive Radio Times cover, 
which drops Chicken Run’s 
Rocky, Ginger and Molly into a 
pastiche of warm-glow Victorian family 
paintings (or indeed, RT’s illustrated 
Christmas covers of yesteryear). 

It’s a lovingly handcrafted scene, with the 
family’s Christmas tree - a real two-foot pine 
shot on a separate stage then scaled-down - 
decked out with buttons, a bobbin, cogs and 
other shiny things that set designer Georgie Ball 
imagines were brought to them by friendly rats. 

Look closely and you'll see chicken foot- 
shaped stockings hanging up, ostensibly knitted 
by the dim-witted hen Babs (Jane Horrocks), 
who herself appears in knitted form atop the 
tree. The stockings are sewn from a ragbag of 
odd socks donated by staff from the studio’s 
storeroom. “It’s a hoarders’ paradise,” says Ball. 
“And it’s very much a case of hunting for what- 
ever you can find, which is nice as that’s what the 
chickens would do.” 

A still image can be brutally exposing. 
Compared to characters moving at 12 frames per 
second, a different form of meticulousness is 
needed, with any minor tweak risking throwing 
the tableau off balance. Rocky’s tail and hair 
feathers have to be just so, while Molly’s bonnet 
is added by hand after she comes out of her 
mould. Aardman’s style bible forbids harsh lines 
and corners, and all three have to maintain its 
standard “comedy sausage” mouth shape. 

The finished image is an engagingly home- 
spun creation. But in an age when artificial intel- 
ligence (aka AI) can conjure up images from 
beyond the reaches of human imagination 
within seconds, why do Aardman Animations’ 
resolutely low-tech, stop-motion characters 
endure? After half a century as a puppet master, 
studio co-founder Peter Lord has a theory. 


“Because you can see how it’s done,” the 
70-year-old says. “There’s magic in the sense 
that these puppets have come to life.” Just as the 
thick brush-strokes visible in Renaissance paint- 
ings provide the viewer with an intimate connec- 
tion - “You can’t do it yourself, but you can 
understand how a human has done it,” he says - 
so, too, are Aardman’s animators encouraged to 
leave, or even add, thumbprints in the clay. 

“Perfection doesn’t interest me much,” he says. 
“It’s nice, sometimes, that animation can perfectly 
imitate real life. But I much prefer it when it 
gives us the essence of real life and simplifies it.” 

The paradox, of course, is that it takes a 
particularly meticulous attention to detail to be 
this “imperfect”. Aardman’s latest release, 
Chicken Run: Dawn of the Nugget, was six years 
in the making - and comes 23 years since its 
prequel catapulted the homespun Bristol 
company, then best known for the Creature 


Comforts adverts and TV series and its 
Oscar-winning Wallace and Gromit shorts, 
into the Hollywood big league. 


UNDED AND STREAMED by Netflix, the 

feature-length adventure embraces CGI 

for its world-building and background 

characters, but is foregrounded with 200 
real models (plus spare parts). It looks and feels 
quintessentially Aardman - not that that 
remains easy to define. “British is the cheap 
answer, says Lord, “but not an insignificant one, 
when so many animated films are American in 
their bones. Plus, we do what makes us laugh: 
silent comedy and slapstick.” 

From Morph’s gibberish language to Wallace’s 
elaborate inventions, there’s a rich seam of 
absurdity in Aardman’s work, too. “The whole 
notion of Chicken Run is totally absurd!” Lord 
roars. “Chickens are famously stupid and

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cowardly, but we’ve made them the most heroic, 
determined creatures. I find that funny to the 
depths of my bones.” 

This consistency of characterisation has 
attracted a host of companies who want to work 
with Aardman and buy into its unique style for 
commercial and creative projects. Such partner- 
ships aren’t always sustainable: the original 
Chicken Run was the first fruit of a landmark deal 
with Shrek producer DreamWorks that fizzled 
out after three films due to creative differences. 
Lord intimates that it was a formative experience 
for the company, which today is employee- 
owned with a hugely loyal workforce. “Whether 
it’s a short, an advert or a film, we always spend 
time establishing our terms, asking everyone: ‘Are 
we sure what we're taking on here?’” he says. 
“Being British and stop-motion remains our USP” 

Netflix, adds Lord, has had “no questions at all 
about the story, or the characters’ accents, being 
‘too British’, which is something we've heard in 
the past from other partners.” 

It’s somehow reassuring, too, that despite being 
movie-length, the streamer is serving up Dawn 
of the Nugget as holiday home-viewing. Lord 


comedy and 


doesn’t miss the “nightmare” rigamarole of the 
cinema circuit. “It’s the most maddening and 
stupid thing that, after years of hard work, a 
movie's ‘success’ is judged on an opening week- 
end somewhere on the East Coast of America. 
On a streamer, it can live on for ever, and can 
find its audience around the world in good time.” 

As for what’s next, Lord says there are “ten, 
possibly more” projects he has some involvement 
with, including a planned Wallace and Gromit 
movie that will reportedly use up the last sup- 
plies of the company’s preferred clay - the one 
plant in the world that made it, Newclay Prod- 
ucts operating outside Torquay, closed in March. 
This potential shortage caused huge concern and 
made headlines recently, but Aardman doesn’t 
anticipate any slowdown and plans, it says, 


a “smooth transition to new stock”. A more 
existential threat, perhaps, comes from the rise 
of Al-generated art, which can conjure 
Aardman-style creations at the click of a mouse. 
Does Lord feel pressure to retool Aardman for 
the AI age? The studio is, he says, “playing 
around” with the technology, and he accepts 
that, however annoying it might feel, 
Al imitations of its style are a fact of life now. 
“If the world moves on so far that nobody 
cares about stop-motion, we'll adapt. But we will 
keep doing what we do so well, as long as people 
want it. And we'll still offer it up to them, even if 
they don’t know they want it.” ROBIN PARKER

realise that. “If the tiger from The Tiger 
Who Came to Tea was the Roger Moore 
of tigers, Mog is the Father Dougal of 
cats,” explains Robin Shaw, director of 
Mog’s Christmas.

0G'’s CHRISTMAS WAS first published in 

1976 and is the second of 20-odd Mog 

books. Lupus now has the rights to the 

entire series. Like The Tiger... it draws 
on Kerr’s own life at home in Barnes, south- 
west London, which she shared with her 
husband, the celebrated television writer Nigel 
Kneale, their children Tacy and Matthew and a 
succession of family cats, who provided the 
inspiration for Mog. 

Kerr, who died in 2019, lived long enough to 
approve The Tiger Who Came to Tea but had no 
input into Mog, so it was left to her children to 
OK any changes. It’s a sign of how comfortable 
the family are that Tacy Kneale provides the 
meows and mewls for Mog, part of a frequently 
joyful soundtrack. “Matthew and Tacy 
entrusted us with their mother’s work,” says 
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Fielding. “Having them on board was so impor- 
tant. It’s very much based on their childhoods, 
their family pet — we got insights from them we 
couldn’t get anywhere else.” 

Kerr, who was a child refugee from Hitler’s 
Germany, created an idealised post-war subur- 
ban England of high street greengrocers and 
whistling postmen. For many people it will be 
reassuringly nostalgic, but does it speak to 
modern Britain? “We made a film for an audi- 
ence of today,” says Deakin. “People need to feel 
included and not as if they’re watching some- 
thing they're not part of — a past that is not 
inclusive. We have introduced diverse charac- 
ters. Mrs Gaynor, the mother with the baby, was 
a new character. She’s played by Zawe Ashton 
and, like Zawe, she’s of mixed heritage.” 

The animation has a starry cast. Why do 
actors like Kerr’s stories so much? “I think actors 
like Benedict and Claire do it for their kids,’ says 
Fielding. “They want to be in something they 
can watch with their children and say ‘that’s 
Mummy!’ or ‘that’s Daddy!”

the eleventh Julia Donaldson 
and Axel Scheffler children’s story 
to be adapted as an animation by 
London-based Magic Light Pictures. “It’s a 
hugely popular book - Julia and Axel’s most 
popular,” says Barney Goodland, producer of 
the Jodie Whittaker-narrated tale of a singing 
London cat who is separated from his owner 
Fred, an ageing busker voiced by Rob Brydon. 

Typically, says Goodland, each Magic Light 
film takes two years, employs between 60 to 
120 people, costs £3.5-£4million - and 
features Rob Brydon, who first lent his voice 
to the Snake in 2009's The Gruffalo and has 
featured in every animation since. 

Though generated on computers with CGI, 
Magic Light Films have the look and feel of 
traditional stop-motion animation. “The 
modellers sometimes work with clay for some 
elements, just to get a sense of real-world 
texture, size, weight and things like that,” 
explains Goodland. “So it doesn’t feel like 
polished CGI. We work very hard to make 
them feel tangible and give them texture, 
which I think relates back to Axel’s 
illustration. There is a lot of 

texture. 
“Also, move- 
ment is key to 
animation and the 
best animators are 
great at observing 
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people and things that move. To animate 
Tabby, the team studied a lot of cat videos - 
there were endless cat memes and clips 
getting passed back and forth between us. 
I’m sure we spiked some YouTube analytics 
in certain parts of the country for 
cat videos.”

FoR THOSE WHO have come to 
expect a lavish and idiosyncratic 
Agatha Christie adaptation as the 
linchpin of their festive viewing, 
this year’s offering will not disap- 
point. Producers Mammoth 
Screen, who previously brought And Then There 
Were None and Why Didn't They Ask Evans? to 
screen, have this time landed on Murder Is Easy, 
based on the novel first published in 1939. 

In the two-episode mystery, young gentleman 
Fitzwilliam (David Jonsson) shares a train 
carriage with a lady who tells him about a 
murder or two. When she herself swiftly comes 
a cropper, Fitzwilliam is moved to travel to her 
village and embark on his own investigation. 
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With no Poirot or Marple at the helm, Murder 
Is Easy remains one of Christie’s lesser-known 
titles (with only five previous adaptations; with 
the Queen of Crime’s books, it’s all relative), but 
one that’s exactly right for a modern audience, 
according to executive producer James Gandhi. 

“We thought the story could offer an amazing 
dissection of a seemingly peaceful English 
village,” he explains. “The book was originally set 
in the 1930s, but we moved it to 1954, meaning 
we could examine post-war society and the anxi- 
ety that came with that. Some people did well, 
some did badly, and attitudes were definitely 
changing, so this was a great way into exploring 
communities at that time.” 

Just as the book does without the familiar face 
of either Poirot or Marple, so the success of the 
drama relies on the presence of David Jonsson

Doctor Wo DOMINATES the 
schedules this season, with 
David Tennant’s three anniver- 
sary specials (which will be 
shown on BBCI on 25 Novem- 
ber, 2 and 9 December) swiftly 
followed by a Christmas 
adventure introducing new Doctor Neuti Gatwa. 

With Russell T Davies back as showrunner, it’s 
all part of a new dawn for the 60-year-old sci-fi 
series — and this calls for a redesign of the Tardis. 
Exit the orange, crystalline columns of Jodie 
Whittaker’s model that was used from 2018 to 
2022, and enter something whiter, more clinical 
and, well, bigger. A lot bigger. 

“It’s like a cathedral,” says producer Vicki 
Delow. “It takes your breath away, both on 
screen when it first appears, but also when you 
walk into it. You feel it.” 

When RT steps aboard at Bad Wolf Studios in 
Cardiff, it’s hard to deny that assessment. This 
new Tardis interior is on a larger scale than ever 
before — to film it, the camera operators have to 
climb a flight of stairs to a raised platform. 
Apparently, they’ve even flown drones in there. 

“We're in [studio] stage six, which is the tall- 
est we have at 50 feet,” says set designer Phil 
Sims. “We built it as high as we possibly could, 
though we couldn’t go to 50 feet, because we 
need to make allowances for lights and structure 
above it.” Originally, it was planned as a giant 
sphere, although in the end Sims and his team 
opted for a squatter, doughnut shape, which 
looks better on screen (and fits under the roof). 
The new set is also, obviously, bright white - a 
choice inspired by the original 1963 design by 
Peter Brachacki, as well as recent alternate Tard- 
ises that have paid tribute to it. 

“Russell really wanted it to be white,” 
producer Phil Collinson says. “There’s a 
starkness to it. It’s not the warm, comforta- 
ble Tardis that’s been around since 2005” ¥ 

The Tardis’s standard hexagonal console 
has also grown in size - each side is now 
nearly twice the length of the 1963 version 
and littered with mysterious instruments 
including a “sonic socket” for the Doctor’s 
screwdriver. There are navigation and engine 
areas “and the coffee section,” Sims adds. Yes, 
you can now get a latte from the Tardis. 

Who said Who couldn’t move with the times? 
Although considering there was a coffee spillage 
on its screen debut, perhaps it wasn’t the best 
choice of accessory - “It does cost us a fortune 
to clean this white Tardis!” laughs Collinson.

THE INSPIRATION FOR screenwriter Ronan 
Blaney’s new film came 15 years ago - and 
it wasn’t very festive. “I used to be a 
teacher in Northern Ireland where I grew 
up, and it was the last day of term,” he 
remembers. “I was just wishing the kids 
Happy Christmas before they went. And 
one of the kids turned around, and said, 
‘Christmas is s***e.” 

Rather than being affronted, Blaney 
sympathised with the child - with prob- 
lems at home and little money, he says, 
Christmas for many people can become 
a “pressure cooker”.

“The template for the film was It’s a 
Wonderful Life, which everybody thinks of 
as a very uplifting, joyous film about 
Christmas - but it’s a dark story,” he says. 
“The main character tries to end his life. 
I wanted to write something that dealt 
with a serious issue, like the cost-of-living 
crisis and poverty, but was also an uplift- 
ing adventure. 

“Basically, I started to write a story 
about the boy who hated Christmas — and 
then meets Santa Claus.” Blaney’s 12-year- 
old hero Mikey (Bamber Todd) actually 
meets two Santas - one, played by James 


Nesbitt, is a foul-mouthed bank robber 
in a cheap costume; the other, played 
by Timothy Spall, is a gentle soul who 
speaks Norwegian, has a strange bond 
with animals and might actually be the 
real deal. 

“Jimmy and Timothy are perfect,” 
Blaney says. “It’s the sort of yin and yang 
of these two completely different person- 
alities. One is full of joy and wonder and 
all these ideas of Christmas. And then the 
other is a grumpy, gurning cynic. Mikey 
has to choose between the two of them. 
Who's going to be his Santa?”

“It's about three students in a 
Victorian college,’ Gatiss explains. 
“One is essentially prime specimen 
Victorian manhood, one is a foreign 
student and one is a necromancer 
— and he has bought a mummy in 
an auction. And because of his 
special knowledge, it may not 
stay lying down for long. 

“It was the first story to have 
a properly malevolent mummy, 
as far as | can tell," adds Gatiss. 
“Doyle invented that. It’s as much 
a horror story for Christmas as it 
is a ghost story for Christmas.” 

For Gatiss, it's the latest in a long 
line of 30-minute Yuletide chillers 
that have become a staple of the 
festive schedule since he revived the 
1970s format a few years ago. But 
trying to get them made is still more 
of a nightmare than any ghost or 
ghoul he could conjure up. 

“People tell me they love them,” 
he says. “But the half-hour slot is 
a 1970s thing that no longer exists. 
And so trying to find the money is 
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incredibly difficult.” Noting that 
evrything had to be shot over just 
four days, he says, “It's very, very 
tight. But | thought, well, it's only 
[about] three students. We can do it. 
And this amazing place fell into our 
laps, thank God.” 

The place is Rothamsted Manor 
in Hertfordshire, now mainly used 
as a wedding venue (today, a recent 
seating plan is still propped against 
a wall). Different parts of the manor 
house pass for chintzy college rooms 
and grand dining halls, while a small 
antechamber is dressed as a remote 
country cottage, then ripped apart 
so the props can be reused.

sands of breeding puffins. 

When a violent storm finally subsided, 30,000 
sea birds that had spent the winter far out at sea 
arrived on the island of Hornoya, off Norway's 
Arctic coast, to nest and raise their chicks. 
Attempting to capture this magnificent wildlife 
spectacle in a blizzard was at times treacherous 
for the crew - cameras froze in the cold, while a 
trek along a perilously icy path, with a long drop 
down a sheer cliff, presented a close call. 
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But other challenges were more humorous: 
“There’s a constant rain of bird droppings,” 
explains series producer Tuppence Stone. “We 
had splats on our jackets, on our heads and on 
my glasses! If you're filming under the cliffs and 
there are thousands of birds on that cliff, when 
they take off, they make themselves slightly 
lighter by losing a little bit of extra weight.” 

Long-suffering cameraman, Jesse Wilkinson, 
opened his mouth at “just the wrong moment” 
as guillemots and puffins flew overhead. The 
“taste lingers’, says a sympathetic Stone. “We 
found him some water and, I think, a boiled 
sweet!” Wilkinson’s mishap ended up in the 
behind-the-scenes footage in episode one. “It 
happened just as we were filming him. It had to 
go in!”

The one-off special, complete with seasonal 
numbers and Christmas hats, was filmed at 
London’s King’s Cross station in October. Did 
the crew get any funny looks from commuters? 

“The wonderful thing we’ve found is that 
placing your ‘set’ in a train station is the perfect 
live musical environment,” says the show’s crea- 
tor Richard McKerrow. “To come across beauti- 
ful music spontaneously, when you're least 
expecting it is great.” 

McKerrow, also the man behind The Great 
British Bake Off, is delighted that The Piano 
“touched a chord” with viewers: “I like doing 
shows that people don’t expect to work. For five 
years everyone turned down Bake Off!”

Steve Backshall held his breath for six minutes to swim with nature’s 
largest mammals. But how do we know they are 200 years old? 


TEVE BACKSHALL Is standing on the 
deck of a boat, pulling off his 
wetsuit and snorkel, eyes glisten- 
ing with excitement and emotion. 
“Wow! That was absolutely bonk- 
ers. Did you see that?” 

Did I see what? It’s hard to know which di- 
rection to look in: we’re in the middle of the 
Atlantic just off the Azores and there are hun- 
dreds of whales and dolphins as far as the eye 
can see, breaching and puffing ten-feet-high 
sprays of mist out of their blowholes to the 
north, south, east and west of our vessel. 
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INTERVIEW BY EMMA COX 


Even for the seasoned wildlife presenter 
this is something special. I’m on location for 
Sky Nature series Whale with Steve Back- 
shall, and I could hardly have picked a better 
day to watch the presenter at work: he’s just 
been freediving alongside this vast number 
of cetaceans that have been attracted to the 
area by huge bait balls of fish. 

What’s more, Backshall has just had a very 
unusual encounter below the surface of the 
crystal-clear waters. “We just saw a sei whale 
mother with two calves, playing together, 
nuzzling each other,” he says, still breathless. 


“Sei whales are known for being incredibly 
fast, very food-orientated, and not in any way 
interested in divers, so our chances of seeing 
them were slender. 

“But these youngsters were rubbing their 
bodies against the female, nudging her 
with their heads. You don’t need to be a 
biologist to interpret that extraordinary 
display of affection. When you see a 
mother interacting with youngsters, it 
just hits you right here - you get this 
emotional connection to an animal 
which is very beautiful. That is some-

thing I wouldn’t have even put on my wish list 
because I know how unlikely it is.” 
Backshall may have been presenting TV 
shows for nearly three decades, but his enthu- 
siasm for nature is clearly far from diminish- 
ing. Last year he presented a Shark series 
for Sky; now he has turned his hand to 
whales and dolphins, and says the connec- 
tion he felt to the mammals was palpable. 
“You have an animal that appears to be 
the opposite of us physiologically. They’re 
vast, bulky, with fins and big tails,” he 
says. “But then you look in their eye and

it is very mammalian. They’re figuring you 
out, the same way you're figuring them out. 
It’s like looking into the eye of a primate or 
another human: you see intelligence and 
there’s actual contact.” 

His encounters with the mammals are 
helped by the fact he freedives, so that the 
bubbles from scuba equipment don’t spook 
them. To prepare for Whale he spent months 
training and by the time he took to the water 
for filming, Backshall was able to hold his 
breath for nearly six minutes.

<I ground, I learn that the rest of 
the Whale shoot - filmed in loca- 
tions including the Bahamas, the 
Arctic Circle and the UK - was 
also blessed with good fortune. 

Backshall swam with hump- 
backs and dolphins, as well as 
orcas — another highlight. “We 
had this lone female orca swim- 
ming with us for more than an 
hour. She was zapping us with her 
sonar, we could feel it resonating 
through our bodies. She was 
swimming alongside the boat, 
rolling onto her back to show us 
her tummy.” 


HAT IS AN extraordinary 

turn-around for a group of 

animals that were largely 

on the brink of extinction a 
few years ago until whaling was 
banned in most countries. The 
last whale kill in the Azores was 
in 1987, well within most people's 
lifetime. Today the former whale 
hunters are employed on hill tops 
as spotters to help scientists and 
TV crews locate the whales. 

“People who made a living from 
killing something now make a living preserving 
them: that’s the best possible scenario and 
seeing it happen here is extraordinary,’ says 
Backshall. “What is particularly moving is how 
many of the species still want to interact with 
humans despite the fact that most of them are 
easily old enough to remember whaling ships. 

“Whaling is one of the reasons we know how 
old they are. Scientists were finding whales that 
had jade harpoon heads in their blubber and 
they were saying, ‘Hang on, nobody’s used those 
for about 200 years, so these animals must be 
really old? 

“Then they found unexploded harpoon tips 
in the blubber of boneheads that actually had 
dates on them. That’s when they realised whales 
were probably the oldest invertebrates in the 
world. And yet you still get whales 
that will come up to tourist and ¢ 
scientist ships and interact with 
us. My crew have been in tears, 
it’s been so moving to see.” 

Backshall says it’s more than 
he could ever have dreamt of 
when he set out on this career 
as a young man. “I remem- 
ber being quite disappointed 
in the fact that so much of 
the world’s exploration and 
discovery had been done 
decades ago, and I would 
never get a chance to discover 
anything for myself,’ he says. 

“Then you start delving 
into the depths of the ocean

and you realise we know nothing. For the vast 
majority of human history we've known nothing 
about whales, apart from those few seconds that 
we see them spouting at the surface, or when 
they’ve been taken in whaling. 

“The deepest, darkest parts of the ocean, 
where humans could not go, were entangled 
with all the myths and legends that haunted the 
imaginations. It’s only very recently that we’ve 
started being able to dip our toes into what their 
world is actually like.” 


N 2021 I AccomPANIED Backshall to the 

COP26 climate change conference in Glas- 

gow and even though I have interviewed 

dozens of A-list Hollywood stars, I have 
never seen such a fan frenzy: he needed security 
to get through crowds of enthralled 
young people who grew up watching 
his work for children’s TV such as the 
BBCI series Deadly 60. 
Many in the crowd were biologists 
and students who told him that 
they had been inspired by 
him, and it’s easy to see 
why. Not only is he a 
talented naturalist, but 
he brims with enthusi- 
asm and passion. 

Part of this is his 
natural, boyish demean- 
our; but he also admits 
to deliberately having 
an air of positivity in his 
shows in order to engage

people with the subject of 
conservation. 

“Messaging is so complex 
now, he says. “You have to be 
so aware of the conservation 
fatigue that people are going 
through. There's a lot of plane- 
tary angst that people are 
suffering so you can’t hammer 
it too hard or you'll lose them. 
I think it’s very important 
to focus on the positives and 
let people see that conserva- 
tion works.” 

He recognises that it’s a hard 
balance to get right. “When 
people can’t afford to put their 
heating on, are they really 
going to care about pollution 
destroying the pathways of 
humpback whales? 

“There are an awful lot of 
things that are almost disap- 
pearing under the radar 
which, a year ago, would have 
had the nation up in arms, but 
because we are - for good 
reasons — obsessing over 45p 
tax rates and the cost of living 
crisis, of course we’re not 
thinking quite so much about sewage in the 
environment and habitat destruction... Obvi- 
ously, to me, those are much higher priorities. 
But these are tricky times.” 


IVEN HIS POPULARITY, coupled with the 

fact he has publicly said he wants to 

spend less time travelling and more 

time at home with his family - Olympic 
rower wife Helen Glover and their three chil- 
dren, Logan, five, and twins Kit and Willow, 
who turn four in January - would he consider 
going into politics, I wonder? 

“I have been, for a long time, trying to figure 
out if there is a good way for me to get involved 
in politics,” he says slowly. “I did consider 
running as a candidate for the Greens. I spent a 
good amount of time researching and trailing 
various candidates. I came to the conclusion 
that it would involve a huge amount of time 
starting from scratch, re-learning, with the very 
best-case scenario ending up [with me] working 
as a councillor sorting out people’s parking 
issues. And actually the position that I’m in right 
now has much more possibility to change things. 

“So I put that to one side. I then tried to get 
Defra [the Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs] to take me on in some way: 
they said yes, but nothing came of it after two 
years. So I guess I’m trying to figure out what 
the best thing for me to do might be. 

“I would love to find a way of actually making 
the most amount of difference. Watch this space. 
Maybe next time we meet will be under very 
different circumstances.”

Aussie Ange Postecoglou's daring Jaa 


football has invigorated Spurs. 
But is it worth the gamble, 
asks Simon Barnes 
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ONE OF THE facts of 
big-time sport is that 
sooner or later its 
participants end up 
standing before the world 
as they really are. All dissem- 
bling and bluff set aside. So, 
what would you do if you were a football 
manager, the score was 1-1 and your team was 
down to nine men? 

Ange Postecoglou, manager of Tottenham 
Hotspur, went for the win. For some people this 
was unforgivable and reckless folly against 
all footballing logic. And of course, it failed - 
Chelsea beat them 4-1. 

Spurs opened the season by going top of the 
table with ten unbeaten games of free-flowing 
football. And against Chelsea they were a disal- 
lowed goal away from making the scoreline an 
unlikely 2-2. So did the wild quest for glory lift 
your heart? Or did it annoy you with its 
contempt for the way football is usually played?

This Sunday, Spurs face Manchester City in 
the Premier League. Never in a million seasons 
would City manager Pep Guardiola, down to 
nine men, say, “All right, let’s give it a lash” - not 
least because his team would never put them- 
selves in such a position in the first place. 

Postecoglou tells his players to be brave. 
“If it doesn’t work, it’s on me. So don’t play with 
any fear,’ he said last month. What Guardiola 
tells his players is probably best expressed in 
algebraic notation and geometrical diagrams 
with a brief explanation of the Magnus effect on 
the spinning ball thrown in. 

All the same, they’re both hot-blooded men 
whose passion for football runs far deeper than 
mere love. They are also wildly different person- 
alities. If they were literary characters, Guardi- 
ola would be Valmont, calculating lady-killer of 
Les Liaisons Dangereuses; Postecoglou would be 
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Heathcliff in Wuthering Heights. 

But this is sport, not love, and what’s impor- 
tant is how many goals go on the scoresheet and 
points are on the table. “It’s brutal mate,” as 
Postecoglou himself would say. 

Postecoglou is a fair-dinkum Australian and 
also an authentikds Greek. It’s not an obvious 
background for a top-flight manager, which is 
why it’s taken him 27 years to get where he is 
now. He played for South Melbourne and 
“always wanted to be a manager”, thanks espe- 
cially to the coaching he received at the club 
from Hungarian legend Ferenc Puskas. 

Subsequent success followed in Australian 
dugouts both at club and national team level, 
and although trophies in that part of the 
world don’t tend to impress European 
clubs much, Celtic took 
a punt on “Big Ange” in 
2021. In two years he 
won the title twice. 

So Spurs nabbed him 
and he piloted them on their 
flying start with a stated aim to 
excite the fans — not just with 
victory but with spirit, verve and 
attacking play. After years of 
suffering the constipated football 
of Jose Mourinho and Antonio 
Conte, it was as if Spurs could 
be themselves again. “I want to 
bring them joy,” Postecoglou

said. “But they need to understand there will be 
some suffering within that.” That’s already come 
with injuries and suspensions, much of it stem- 
ming from that mad game against Chelsea. 
Perhaps Postecoglou’s flat-out style needs a 
squad that’s deeper in quality. The January 
transfer window could be significant. 


NE THING THAT Postecoglou and Guardi- 
() ola have in common is that they’re both 
trying to do the impossible. Both have a 
romantic vision of the way football should be 
played -— it’s just different. Guardiola dreams of 
total control, football elevated to a state of 
perfection with 100 per cent possession. 
Postecoglou’s dream is more visceral. As the 
England Test cricket team under Brendon 
McCullum seek to attack at every opportu- 
nity in what’s been termed Bazball, so 
Spurs are doing the same thing in a 
style that’s been called Angeball. 

I’m not convinced that they'll tear 

Manchester City to shreds, but 
they'll give it a lash, mate. And 
what if they have more multiple 
sendings-off? Ange has already 
answered that one. “If we go down 
to five men, we'll still give it a go.”

Today's TV melodramas provide predictable escapism 


A CABIN IN the woods. A gunshot. A beau- 

tiful woman seemingly fleeing for her life. 
It’s all very dreamy, desperate and gothic. Cut to 
the comforting confines of a typical British 
cul-de-sac. Men polishing cars, women hanging 
out washing, youngsters playing Swingball like 
it’s 1976. Welcome to the world of Channel 4’s 
The Couple Next Door, the latest primetime 
suburban melodrama with its two essential 
lessons: nobody is what they seem, and anyone's 
seemingly perfect world can quickly fall apart. 

In this particular case, those falling-apart 
worlds belong to married couple Pete and Evie 
(played by Alfred Enoch and Eleanor Tomlin- 
son) and, frankly, he has it coming. “I can almost 
feel the curtains twitching already,’ he says, by 
way of introduction. 

Instantly, we know exactly what’s in store for 
these six episodes: dinner parties (on week 
nights!) with impossibly large wine glasses and 
chatter of spas and sports days; a chance remark 
sows an acorn of emotional doubt, prompting 
phone and/or email snooping 
helped by strangely guessable 
passwords. Such betrayal will 
no doubt provoke a storm of 
fire and revenge, shock made 
real with the smash of said 
wine glass. 

Supporting characters 
include an all-seeing neigh- 
bour forever stationed on 
their front drive and - my 
personal favourite - 
another neighbour 
furnished with binocu- 
lars, self-loathing and 
far too much time on 
their hands.

Part of the appeal of true-crime 
documentaries is the chance to stare 
evil in the face, to see what it looks like 
and how it operates — but froma safe 
distance. This is far from your average true-crime 
series (there's no murder involved) but the 
wickedness it charts is gobsmacking in its scope. 
It's about a betrayal with lifelong consequences, 
onascale that reaches across generations. 
Dr Jan Karbaat was the director of a Dutch 
fertility clinic. “He seemed like a sensitive man, 
who had started a clinic from idealist motives,” 


remembers one of his patients. Karbaat was a 
pioneer in the 1980s, willing to help single women 
and lesbian couples conceive via donor 
insemination at a time when others wouldn't. 

But Karbaat (who died in 2017) had sinister 
motives. Quite apart from being predatory and 
abusive with some patients, he had a larger plan. 
He falsified donor passports and used his own 
sperm to inseminate scores of women. The first 
episode charts their experiences, the second looks 
at the impact on their children. It’s a disturbing 
story, brilliantly told. DAVID BUTCHER

DRAMA This softly spoken drama from writer/ 
director Connor O'Hara touches tenderly on themes of 
friendship and mortality. George Somner plays Sid, a young 
man with incurable cancer, who lives with his parents.

Twenty-five years ago, Viagra kick-started 
the second sexual revolution, and caused 
controversy on a huge scale. During trials by Pfizer 
in 1992 for a compound believed to alleviate 
symptoms of angina, a cohort of volunteers in south 
Wales soon began to experience unexpected penile 
side-effects. Dr Pete Ellis and Dr David Brown, later 
recognised as the co-inventors of Viagra, were 
intrigued and decided to examine the potential 
of remarketing the drug.

N 1926, Mak WEstT said, “Stuff it.” It’s not 

one of her most enduring quotes, but it 

proved to be a defining moment in her 

singular career. Tired of performing in 

other people's work and being forced to 

adapt to a conventional idea of female 
beauty and attitude, she went her own way, writ- 
ing and starring in the play Sex, which became a 
smash hit on Broadway. 

The following year she was arrested on stage 
and appeared in court, accused of “corrupting 
the morals of youth”. Faced with the choice of 
apologising or going to jail for ten days, she 
chose the latter, and her legend was born. 

While she was serving her time on Welfare 
Island, she was invited to dine with the warden. 
A play in Radio 4’s Turning Point series imagi- 
nes the subsequent conversation between two 
very different people. In fitting Mae West style, 
Tracy-Ann Oberman has both written and taken 
the lead role in this witty celebration of West's 
unique worldview, the controversy she courted 
and the phenomenal success that made her the 
world’s top box-office draw and the second rich- 
est person in America by 1935. 

“I have always known about Mae West. After 
Shakespeare, she is the most quoted person in 
the world,’ claims Oberman of her inspiration. 
“I’ve always seen clips of her films and I had her 
on a T-shirt.

JFK was shot 60 years ago 
- what more is there to say? 


WHEN JoHN F Kennedy was shot in 
Dallas on 22 November 1963, I was 13 
years old. Like everybody else, I can remem- 
ber exactly where I was and what I was doing 
when the news came through. I remember 
not simply because the news was unusually 
shocking. I remember because it was the first 
major news story of the television age and 
therefore the first piece of news to burst upon 
an entire world in the same instant. 

Because it was our first experience of gath- 
ering in front of the box in order to share a 
feeling, we kept on watching even when there 
seemed to be no further news to tell. From 
that Friday evening on we were locked in. We 
spent the weekend in front of the TV watch- 
ing sad discussions and recitals of classical 
music. We were still there on Sunday in time 
to see the televised murder of Kennedy’s 
assassin at the hands of Jack Ruby. By then 
we felt unshockable. 


Killed JFK? revisits the assassination 

using the stilted formula of one host, the 
movie director Rob Reiner, who's old enough 
to remember how these events felt, and 
another, Soledad O’Brien, whose job it is to 
warn the listener about the crazy things they 
used to get up to in the olden days. 

Reiner has spent more time than most 
people mulling over the various alternative 
explanations of the murder, the majority of 
which involve Cuba or the Mob. The problem 
is that none of these are any more convincing 
than the one the Warren Commission came 
up with in 1964, which was essentially that 
Lee Harvey Oswald acted alone, getting away 
three long-range hits in eight seconds, and 
that Jack Ruby was similarly self-motivated 
when he gunned down Oswald in the base- 
ment of the Dallas police HQ. 

We were still in front of the TV on the 
Monday for JFK’s funeral. The American TV 
audience that day was so great it was 
predicted it would never be equalled. It was 
actually exceeded when the Beatles made 
their American debut on the Ed Sullivan 
Show. Just two months later.

Book of the Week: 

The Years

Our memory, Annie Ernaux 
(above) tells us in The Years, “is 
outside us, in a rainy breath of 
time”. She recalls “images that 
follow us all the way into sleep 
— images that are bathedina 
light all their own”, and talks of 
how we will all “vanish in the 
vast anonymity of a distant 
generation”. It was this 
sensibility that won Ernaux the 
Nobel Prize for Literature in 
2022, and The Years is the 
Normandy-raised writer's most 
celebrated work - botha 
personal memoir of the period 
from1941 to 2006 but also an 
idiosyncratic study of evolving 
society.

NE OF my favourite anecdotes,” says 
Mary Beard, with an interesting use 
of the word favourite, “is about the 
Emperor Hadrian - who gets cross, 
and stabs the eye of a slave with his 
stylus, or pen. A bit later he starts 
to feel guilty, so he says to the slave, ‘Please let 
me give you recompense. What would you like?’ 
And the slave says, ‘T'd like my eye back please-” 
It’s not the juicy horror of the story that inter- 
ests Beard (though she hardly shies away from 
the grotesque excesses of her subjects in her new 
book Emperor of Rome. It’s what the incident 
tells us about the limits of the emperor's power. 
“He's just an ordinary guy,” explains the histo- 
rian and classicist. “Rome was a very cruel and 
bloodthirsty place. Having power meant that 
you could slash off the hands of a slave and tie 
them around his neck - but if you wanted to 
solve a problem, you couldn’t. Problems were 
‘solved’ by violence and murder. 


“We tend to think of the emperor as the lucky 
one who’ at the top of the food chain, but actu- 
ally he’s trapped as well. He's isolated, vulnera- 
ble. He’s a prisoner of it all, too. Take Domitian, 
who was emperor at the end of the first century 
AD. He has the walls of the corridors in his 
palace lined with reflective stone so he can see 
who's coming up behind him. And most emper- 
ors were killed at home - it might be the 
personal trainer, the bodyguard, the poisoned 
mushrooms. The place where they should have 
felt most safe and content is actually where they 
felt most vulnerable.” 

All that backstabbing sounds a lot like our 
modern leaders, I suggest, and Beard agrees 
there are contemporary parallels: “I remember 
looking at Camilla when she was being crowned, 
and she was looking quite anxious. I thought, 
‘Look, these people are trapped by this, too. 

“Writing this book, I became even more 
anti-monarchy [than I was before], but I also 


got a bit more sympathetic towards these poor 
old emperors. So much of the system is a dysto- 
pian fake. Like when you go to the ceremony of 
triumph under Domitian, and he claims to have 
won a military victory in Germany — just like 
many modern politicians tend to claim victories 
they haven’t achieved. He wanted to have a

triumphal procession through the streets of 
Rome, parading his prisoners and booty. But it 
was a phoney victory, and he didn’t have any. 
“So what does he do? Well he gets a few 
assorted Gauls, dyes their hair red, teaches them 
a bit of German, gives them German names and 
forces them to pretend to be German prisoners. 
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And, because he hasn't got any booty either, he 
brings some stuff up from the imperial furniture 
stores. So not only can the people not believe 
what they see or hear - but neither can the 
emperor, because of the flattery he’s subjected to. 
He's trapped in this system which is undermined 
by its own deceptions.” 


KEY THEME OF Beard’s weighty but 
highly readable book is the relationship 
between the ruler and the ruled in 
Rome. “It’s about how the position of 
emperor works,” she says. “What do they do? ’'m 
interested in how they function, who makes it 
possible, where they live, what they eat, who 
they have sex with, how they travel, what their 
day job is, all that kind of thing. And who’s doing 
the work, who’s organising things, who’s his 
sounding board, who cleans his shoes? 
“I’ve found that one of the best ways to learn 
about ordinary Romans is actually through the

emperor: I didn’t realise for a long time that we 
have records of many of the problems of ordi- 
nary people because they came to the emperor 
with them, and his replies are preserved.” 

For example? “In 6 BC there were a terrible 
set of domestic arguments in the town of Knidos, 
on the coast of modern Turkey. And in the 
course of this a slave dropped a chamber pot out 
of an upstairs window onto somebody from a 
rival family who was trying to get into the house, 
and the chamber pot killed him. 

“The local authority says that the slave’s owner 
is liable, and the case comes before Emperor 
Augustus, and he reverses that decision because 
maybe the slave only intended to pour out the 
contents of the chamber pot.” 

These days Beard is a civilian too, having 
stepped down from her position as Professor of 
Classics at Cambridge in 2022. So how is the 
68-year-old finding retirement? 

“I'm very lucky: I’m a ‘boomer, and I’ve got a 
great pension that I’ve paid a lot into over the 
years. That’s enabling me to do all the things 
I didn’t have time to do before. I’m very happy - 
and I think retirement can be really productive.” 
With Emperor of Rome clocking in at 493 pages, 
it’s certainly looking that way.

MIC 
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F THE FARE to the North Pole is looking a 
bit pricey this year, perhaps put London on 
your wish list instead. The capital doesn’t 
do every season perfectly (things can get 
seriously sticky in high summer), but its 
Christmas offerings are undeniably terrific, 
from Dickensian pubs to laser light shows. 
Ifthe spiritual heart of London’s festive 
season is midnight mass at St Paul’s Cathedral 
or Westminster Abbey (stpauls.co.uk;

of consumerism, Harrods. Here, a significant 
chunk of the £2.3 billion spent by customers 
every year is dropped in December — and 
later this month a Channel 5 documentary, 
Christmas at Harrods, will take viewers behind 
the scenes as the world-famous department 
store gears up for the season.

Other famous 
shops that are worth 
a visit include toy store 
extraordinaire Hamleys 
(hamleys.com) and the luxury goods 
emporium Liberty (libertylondon.com), which 
truly goes to town with its festive windows. 
If, on the other hand, you prefer your Yuletide 
a little more wholesome and outdoorsy, try 
reddening your cheeks and watching your 
breath hang in the frosty air at one of London’s 
pop-up ice rinks.

Here, a little bit of Winter Olympics comes to 
London, as you practise gliding your “stone” 
along the ice to the bullseye painted on it.

for skates, or those folk you see on TV whizzing 
along and polishing the path in front of the 
stone with brooms), but the fun is authentic. 
To up the wintry feel, the whole place

arguably less traditional treats such as churros. 
Looking onto Leicester Square, you've got 
one of London's most Christmassy hotels, too. 
The foyer of The Londoner (thelondoner.com) 
features gorgeous fireplaces, and its tree is a 
thing of chic beauty, designed by Huishan 
Zhang, the Chinese-British couturier beloved 
by the likes of Keira Knightley. Rooms are cosy 
but distinctly stylish, there’s a secret whisky bar 
behind a hidden door and the night-time views 
from the eighth-floor rooftop bar show the 
whole of London lit up like a Christmas tree. 


F YOU WANT to get closer to the capital’s 
Christmas lights, consider a circuit on an 
open-top Routemaster bus with the A 
Classic Tour (theclassictour.com).

If it’s shows you want, perhaps the pick of the 
pantos is Peter Pan starring Jennifer Saunders, 
Julian Clary and Nigel Havers at the Palladium 
(lwtheatres.co.uk; until 14 January). But it’s 
not all about audience participation at this time 
of year (oh no it isn’t!): Scroogier types might 
enjoy Christopher Eccleston’s Ebenezer in 
A Christmas Carol at the Old Vic (oldvic 
theatre.com; until 6 January) - or even 
a film instead. Kensington Palace is hosting 
screenings of Miracle on 34th Street, Die Hard 
and, of course, Elf (thelunacinema.com/venue/ 
kensington-palace-pavilion/; 11-15 December). 

Then there's the big show. Come 31 
December, the noise is all about the bangs 
and whistles of the Mayor’s New Year's 
Eve fireworks display (london.gov.uk/ 
events).

people who are entitled now fall 
into two groups. 

The first is people over 66 who 
get pension credit. They should get 
the discount automatically, as the 
Department for Work and Pensions 
tells the energy companies who is 
on pension credit of the right sort. 
You qualify if you get what’s called 
the guarantee credit element of 
pension credit. Check the letter you 
got when it was awarded. If you get 
guarantee credit, or both guarantee 
credit and savings credit, then you 
qualify. But if you only get savings 
credit and no guarantee credit 
(or it is £0.00) you do not qualify 
automatically. Instead, you may be 
eligible in the second group. 


The second group is working age 
people and pensioners who are not 
in the first group. You have to fulfil 
two conditions. First, you must be 
getting a means-tested benefit such 
as Universal Credit, tax credits, 
income support, or just the savings 
credit of pension credit. Second, 
your home must be hard to heat. 
That is worked out by the Govern- 
ment based on data it holds on the 
age, type and size of homes - but it 
admits it may get this wrong. There 
is an eligibility checker at gov.uk if 
you search “warm home discount”. 
If that says “no”, but you are on a 
means-tested benefit and believe 
you should qualify, call the Warm 
Home Discount helpline for free on 
0800 030 9322. 

People with a pre-payment meter 
qualify equally with others. Your 
energy supplier can tell you how 
the discount will be paid. There is 
also a scheme for people living in 
mobile homes, but they have to 
apply at charisgrants.com/partners/ 
park-homes. 

In Scotland, the first group is the 
same as England and Wales. But 
people in the second group have to 
claim the discount, and eligibility is 
slightly different due to suppliers. 
Contact your energy provider, or 
see mygov.scot/help-energy-bills.

The adventurer on island 
life, embracing failure - and 
exploring Eton’s sewers 


What's the view from your sofa? 

For much of the year we live in 
north Wales on a little island a couple 
of miles offshore. It’s an old lighthouse 
with a keeper's cottage attached. My wife 
Shara and I bought it when we first got 
married. When it’s a nice day, the view 
of the sea and the cliffs is beautiful. But 
it gets pretty wild out here, with a lot of 
wind and rain. 


When you're hunkered down, what 

do you watch on TV? 

We have rubbish aerial reception on the 
island, so Shara and I will often watch 
on a laptop in bed with a nice cup of tea. 


Who gets to choose what you watch? 
We veer between watching what she 
likes, and what I like. At the moment 

we are thick into 192.3 on Paramount+. 
We loved its prequel 1883 — it’s about 
pioneers forging west across America. 
The problem is that I go away quite a lot, 
so Shara asks, “Am I waiting three weeks 
to watch episode four, while you're in 
the jungle, or can I crack on?” 


You grew up on the Isle of Wight. 

Did you watch a lot of telly or spend 
more time outdoors? 

My late dad had been a Royal Marine 
Commando and whatever the weather, 
I was always being dragged outside -— 
which I wasn’t always super happy about! 
I look back now and feel so grateful 

for those times and our connection. 

It’s where I learnt about nature and 
adventure. Saying that, I also have 
strong memories of coming back from 
school, sitting at the foot of my parents’ 
bed, my knees scrunched up and the 
telly being six inches from my face! 


Did that taste for adventure remain 
when you went to Eton? 

I was eight when I first went to boarding 
school - it was scary and I felt really 
ill-equipped. I found an escape through 
trying to keep a semblance of adventure 
in a world that was very regimented — 


whether it was making camps or rafts 
to go down the river or exploring the 
sewers at night with a torch. 


What did your parents make of that SZ 
kind of behaviour? 

The best thing my mum and dad gave 
me was the freedom not to be a school 
superstar. They rewarded doing your 
best, having good friendships, trying to 
be kind, resilience, never giving up and 
not being scared to fail. Failure is a rite 
of passage, isn’t it? 


While in the SAS, you went on holiday 
and had a parachuting accident and 
broke your back in three places. How 
did you cope with that? 

It was a dark time. Physicality was 

such an inherent part of my life, my 
upbringing, my job in the military - 
and suddenly I couldn't even reach a 
bathroom without being in agony. 

But I had an awareness that I was lucky 
— I should have been paralysed. I was 
within millimetres of severing my spinal 
cord. I'd been given a second chance, 
and it gave me a gratitude for life that 

I didn’t have before. 


In your TV shows, you're often in 
dangerous situations. As a family man, 
do you know when to draw the line? 
There is always risk involved in my job. 
You've got to be smart. In the wild, you 
only get it wrong once. You have to leave 
ego behind. If there’s any doubt about 
safety, you find another way. On 
Running Wild, I take rookies with me. 
They might be Hollywood celebrities, 
but they've never climbed a mountain 

— and you've got to account for that. 


Does anything make you nervous? 

I do get nervous, of course! I’m touring 
my live show and those nerves are good, 
they're there to keep us sharp. But I’m 
also excited to share all the great stories 
and behind the scenes from the series. 
What's it like being bitten by snakes? 
Eating maggots? Running Wild with 
President Obama? It’s a family show 
that’s meant to leave people feeling like 
they can conquer the world. We all need 
a bit of that in life. KELLY-ANNE TAYLOR
